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|S euery humane body 
(deare ( ountrey men )how 
Wholeſome ſoeuer , is note 
| Withſtanding [ubieE}, or at 
leaſt naturally inclined to 
ſome ſorts of diſeaſes,or in- 

he — rmities : ſo is there no 
Common-wealth , or Body-politicke_. , how well 
Louerned, or praceable ſoener it bee_., that lackes 
the owne popular errors , and naturally enclined 
corruptions : and therefore is it no wonder , als 
though this our ( ountrey and Common-wealth, 
though peaceable_, thouzh wealthy, though long 
flouriſhing in both , be amongſt the reſt , ſubieft 
to the owne naturall infirmities. Vee are of 
, all Nations the people. mo#t louns and mo#t 
. renerently obedient to our Prince_, yet are wee 
( 45 time hath often born? witneſſe ) too eaſie 
to be ſeduced to make Rebellion , pon very

ſlight grounds. Onr fortunate apd oft prooued 


cualour m Warres abroad , our btartie and rcuts 
rent obedience to our Princes at home_,, bath 
bred cvs a.» lony,and a thrice hapaypeace_: Our 
Peace hath bred wealth : And Prace and wealth 
hath brought foorth a. generall ſluggiſhneſs, 
which makes v5 wallow in all forts of idle. de- 
lights , and ſoft delicacies , the firſt ſeedes of the 
Jabnerſion of all great Monarchies. Our ( leargie 
are become negligent 1d lagie, our Nobilitie, 
and Gentrie prodig :11 , and ſolde to their priuate 
arlohts, Our Lawyers couetous , our Common. 
people prodigall and curious , and generally all 
ſorts 0 as. more careful for their prinat ends, 
then for their mother the Common-wealth. 
For remedie whereof, it s the Kings part (as 
the proper Phiſician of his Politicke-body ) to 
puree it of all thoſe diſeaſes , by Medicines meete 
for the ſame: as by a. certaine milde, and yet inſt 
forme of g0uernment , to mamtaine the Publicke 
quietneſſe , and'preuent all occaſions > (ommo- 
tion * by. the example of his owne Perſon and 
( ourt , to make vs all aſhamed of our ſluggiſh 
aclicacie, and to ſlirre vs v» to the prattiſe as 
raine of all honeft exerciſes , and _— [has 
IN'Es 
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dives ef VVarre_; 4s likewiſe by his, and his 

ourts moderateneſſe in Apparell , to make vs 
aſhamed of onr prodigalitie_ : By his quicke ads 
monitions and carefull onerſeeing of the ( learoie, 
to waken them vp agame , to be more diligent in 
their Offices : By the ſharpe triall, and ſeuere pus 
niſhnent of the partiall , conetous and bribing 
Lawyers, to reforme their corruptions : And ge- 
nerally by the example of his owne Perſon, and by 
the due execution of 200d Lawes , to reforme and 
aboliſh , piece end piece , theſe old and euil grouns 
ded abuſes. For this will not bee Opus vnius 
dici,but as enery one of theſe diſeaſes, muſt from 
the King receine the owne cure proper for it , ſo 
are there ſome ſorts of abuſes in ( ommon-wealths, 
that though they be of ſo baſe and contemptible 4.Þ 
condition , as they are too loW for the Lat to looke 
en, and too meant for a King to interpone his ate 
thoritie , or bend his eye pon : yet are they core 
r1;ptions , aſwell as the greateſt of them. So is an 
Ant an Animal,a/well as an Elephant: ſos 4. 
Vrene Avis , aſwell as a Swanne , and ſo is a 
ſmall dint of the Toothake , a diſeaſe aſwell as the 
fearefull Plagneis. But for theſe baſe ſorts of 


corruption in ( ommon wealthes , not onely the 
s King, 
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King,or any inferior Magiftrate, but Quilibet 
E populo may ſerue to k a Phiſccian, by diſco» 
uering and impugning the error , and by perſwa- 
ding reformation thereof. | 

And ſurely in my opinion , there cannot be a 
more baſe, and yet hurtfull, corruption in a Couns 
erey,then is the vile Te (or rather abuſe ) of ta- 
king Tobacco mm this Kingdome , which hath 
mooued me , ſhortly to diſcouer the abuſes thereof 
m this following lutle Pampblet. 

; If anythinke it alight Argument , ſo is it but 

* atoythat is beſtowed -oponit. And ſince the Subs 
ieft is but of Smoke , 1thinke the fume of an idle 
braine, may ſerue for a ſufficient battery again#t 
fo fumors and feeble an enemy, If my grounds be 
found true;jit ts all 1looke for ; but if they cary the 
force of perſwaſion with them,it is all I can wiſh, 
and more then I can expefF. My onely care is, 
that you,my deare( owrey-men nay rightly con- 
ceiue een by this ſmalleft trifle , of the ſinceritie 

of my meaning in greater matters, neuer to 
ſpare any paine, that may tend to the 
procuring of your weale 
and profþeritie. 
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Q this vile cultome of Tobaccota- 
> king,may thebetterbecſpied, 
L& itis fir, that firſt you enter into 
<4 conſideration both ofthe firſt 
originall thereof, and likewiſe 
of the reaſons of the firſt en- 
try thereof into this Countrey. For certainely as 
ſuch cuſtomes, that have their firſt inſtitution ei- 
ther from a godly,neceſſary,or honorable ground, 
and are firſt brought in, by the meancs of ſome 
worthy, vertuous, and great Perſonage, are cuer, 
and moſt juſtly, holden in great & reverent cltima- 
tion and account, by all wile, veituous, and tem- 
_ ſpirits: So ſhould it by the contrary , iuitly 
ringa great diſgrace into that fort of cuſtomes, 
which hauing their originall from baſe corrupti- 
on and barbarity, doc in like ſort , make the'r firſt 
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into a Countrey , by an inconſiderate and 
childiſh affeQation of Noueltie, as is the trie caſe 
of the firlt inucntion of Tobacco taking, and of the 
firſt entry thereof among vs, For Tobacco being a 
comon herbe,which; though vnder diuers names) 
rowes almo{t every where, was ficſt found out by 
as of the barbarous Inarars, tob: a Prefſerna- 
tive, or Ant dot againlt the Pockes, a filthy dif- 
eaſc, whereuato theſe barbarous people are ( as all 
men know ) very much ſubie , what throughthe 
vncleaply and adult conſtitution of their bodies, 
and what through the intemperate heate of their 
Climar : ſothatas fromthem was firſt broughtin- 
to Chriſtendome, that moſt dereſtablc diſeaſe, fo 
from them likewiſc was broughtthis vſc of Tobacco, 
asa ſtinking and vnſauoric Antidot, forſo corrup- 
ted and execrable a Maladie, the ſtinking Suffumi- 
gation whereof they yet vie againſt that diſeaſe, 
making fo one canker or venue to cate out ano- 
ther. 

Andnow good Countrey men, let vs ( I pray 
you) conſider, what honour or policie can mooue 
vs to imitate the barbarous and beaſily maners of 
the wilde, godlefle, and flauiſh 1ndzans, eſpecially 
in fo vile and ſtir king a cuſtome 2 Shall wee that 
d.idaire to imitate the maners of our neighbour 
France (having the tile of the firſt Chriſtian King- 
dom) and that cannot endure the ſpirit of the Spa- 
niards{their King being now compar-ble in large- 
nes of Dominions,tothe great Emperor of Turk#e) 
Shall wee, I ſay, that haue bencſolong ciuill and 
wealthy 
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wealthy in Peace,famous andinuinciblein VVarre, 
fortunate in both , we that haue bene cuer able to 
aide any of our neigl;bours ( burneuer deated any 
of their eares with any of our ſupplications for al- 
ſiſtance ) ſhall we, 1 ſay, without bluſhing, abaſe 
our ſclues lo farre, as ro imitate theſc beallly Indie 
ans,{laues to the Spaniards, refule rothe world, and 
as yec aliens fro.n the hvly Coucnant of God 2 
Vhy doe we not as well imitate them in walking 
naked as they doc? in preferring glaſſes, feathers, 
and ſuch royes, to golde and precious ſtones, as 
they do? yea why do we not denic God and adore 
the Dcuill,asthey doc? 

Now to the corrupted baſeneſle of the fiſt vie 
of this Tobacco, doeth very well agree the fooliſh 
andgrpundleſle firſt entry thereof into this King- 
dome. Itisnotfo long ſince the firit entry of this 
abuſe amongſt vs here, as this pretent age cannor 
yet very well remember,both the firit Author,and 
the forme of the firſt introduttion of it amongſt 
vs. It wasncither brought in by es. 4 Con- 
querour, nor learned Doctor ot Philicke, 

With che reportofa great: diſcoueryfor a Con- 
- queit, ſome two or three Sauage mE,were brought 

in,togerher with this Sauage cuſtome. But the pi- 
tic is, the poore wilde barbarous men died , buc 
that vile barbarous cuſtome is yer aliuc , yeaiu 
freth vigor :ſo as it ſecimes a miracleto we, how a 
cuſton.e ſpringing from ſo vile a ground , and 
brought in by a father fo gererally hated, ſhould 
be welcomed vpon fo flender a warrant. Forit 
B 2 they 
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they thar firſt put ic in praQiſe heere, had remem- 
bred for what reſpeR it was vicd by them from 
whence it came, I am ſure they would haue bene 
loath, ro haue taken ſofarre the impuration of that . 
diſeaſe vpon them as they did, by vſing the cure 
thereof, For Sanu nor eſt opus medico, and coun- 
terpoiſons are neuer vicd, but where poyſon is 
thought to precede. * 

Bur fince ic is true, that divers cuſtomes ſlightly 
grounded, and with no berter warrant entred ina 
'Commonwealth,may yet in the vic of them there- 
after, prooue both neceſſary and profitable; iris 
therefore next to be examined, it there be not a full 
Sympathic and true Proportion , betweene the 
baſe ground and foolithentrie, and the loathſone 
and hurtfull vic ofthis ſtinking Antidote, 

I am now therefore heartily to pray you to con- 
ſider, firſt ypon what falſe anderroneous grounds 
you haue firſt built the general! good liking there- 
of; and next, what ſinnes rowards God, and too- 
liſh vanities before the world you commir, in the 
deteſtable vic of ir. 

Asfor theſe deceitfull grounds, that haue ſpeci- 
ally mooued you to take a good and great conceir 
thereof, I ſhall contentwy ſclfe to examine here 
onely foure of the principals of them; two founded 
ypon the Theoricke of a deceiueable apparance 
of Reaſon, and two of them vpon the miſtaken 
PraQtickeof generall Experience. 

Firſt, it is thought by you aſure Aphoriſmein 
thePhylſickes, That the braincs of all men, becing 
naturally 
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naturally colde and wet, all dry and hote things 
ſhould be good for them; of whichnaturethis ſtin- 
king ſuffumigation is, and therefore of good vie to 
them, Of this Argument, both the Propoſition 
and Aſſumption are falſe, and ſothe Concluſion 
cannot but be voydof ir ſelfe. For as to the Pro- 
poſition, That becauſe the braines are colde and 
moiſt, therefore things thatare hote and drie are 
beſt for them, iris an inept conſequence : For man 
beeing compounded of the foure, Complexions, 
(whole fathers arethe foure Elements) alchough 
» there bea mixture of themall inall the parts of his 
body, yer muſt the diuers parts of our Microcofme 
orlitcle world within our ſelues, be diucrſly more 
inclined, ſome to one, ſome to another complexi- 
on,according tothediuerſitie of their vies, that of 
theſe diſcords a perfeRt harmonie may bee made 
vp for the maintenance of the whole budy. 

The applicationthen of a thing of a contrary 
nature, to any oftheſe parts, isto interrupt them 
of their due funion, and by conſequence hurtfull 
to the health of the whole body. As if a man, be- 
cauſe the Liuer is hote (as the fountaine of blood) 
and as it were an'ouento the ſtomacke,would ther- 
fore apply and weare cloſe vpon his Liuer andſto- 
macke a cake of lead ; he might within a very ſhort 
time (I hope) be ſuſteined very good cheape at an 
Ordinarie, beſide the clecring of his conſcience 
from chat deadly finne of gluttonie. And as if, be- 
cauſe rhe Heartis full of vitallſpirits, and in per- 


petuall motion, a man would therefore lay a heauy 
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pound ſtone on his breaſt, for ſtaying and holding 
cowne that wanton palpitation,ldoubrnot bur his 
brea!t would bee more bruiſed with the weight 
thereof, then the heart would be comforted with 
ſuch a diſagreeable & contrarious cure. And even 
fois it with the Braines, For it a man, becauſe the 
Braines arc cold and humide;, would therefore vie 
inwardly by {inells, or ou:wardly by application, 
things of hor and drie qualir'e, all the gaine that he 
could m-ke thereof would onely bero pur himiclte 
inagreat forwardnetlc tor running mad, by ouer- 
watching himſelte , the coldneſſe and moiſtnefle . 
of our braine bceing the onely ordinarie mcanes 
that procurc ourilcepe and rett. Indeed | doc not 
denic,butwhen it falls outthar any of theſe, or any 
part of our bodice growes to be diſtempered,and ro 
rendto an extrenntic. beyond the compaſllc of Na- 
tures temperate mixture, thatin that caſe cures of 
contrary qualities, tothe inteinperate inclination 
of thar part, being wiſe!y _ and diſcreetely 

\ miniſtred, may be both neceſſarie and helpetull tor 
ſtrengthning and aſſiſting Nature in the expulſion 
of her enemies: torthis is the true definition of all 
proftabic Phylicke. 

Bur firſt theſe Cures ought not to bee vſcd, bue 
whcrec there is neede of them,the contraric where- 
of, is daily practiſcd in this generall viſe of Tobacco 
by all ſorts and complexions of people, 

And next, deny the Minor of this argument,as 

I ha'te alrcady ſaid, in regard that this Teb-cco,is 
not ſimply otadry & hot qualitic; but rather hatha 
| Ccrtailic 
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certaine venemons ſaculticioyned with the heate 
thercof, which makes it hauc an Antipathicagainſt 
nature, as by the hatcti.]l ſmell thereof doerh well 
appcare. For the Noſe being the proper Organ 
and conuoy of the ſenſe of ſmclling to the braines, 
which are the onely f -untaine of that ſenſe, doeth 
euct ſerue vs for an infallible witneſle,wherher that 
Odour which we ſmell, be healthtull or hurrtull to 
the braine, {exceptwhen it fals out thatthe ſenſe it 
ſelte is corrupted and abuſed through ſome infir- 
mitie, and diltemperin the braine.) And tharthe 
ſuftumigation thereof cannot haue a drying quali- 
tic, irneedes no further probation , then thatitis a 
ſmoake, all ſmoake and vapour, being of ir ſelfe 
humide,as drawing necre tothe nature oftheayre, 
and caſie to be refolued againe into water, where- 
of there needes no other proote but the Meteors, 
which being bred of nothing elſe but of the va- 
pours and exhalations ſucked vp by the Sunne out 
of the carth, the Sea, and waters, yet are the ſame 
ſmoakie vapours turned , and transformed into 
Raynes,Snowes, Deawes,hoare Froſtes, and ſuch 
like wateric Meteors, as by the contrarie the ray- 
nie cloudes arcoften transformedand evaporated 
in bluſtering winds, 

1he ſccond Argument grounded on a ſhow of 
reaſun is, Thatthis filthic ſmoake, aſwell through 
the heat and ſtrength thereof,as by anaturall furce 
and qualicie, isable and fit topurge both the head 
and ſtomacke of Rhewmes and ciſtillations, as ex- 
pericnce teacheth, by the ſpitting and auoyding 
fleame, 
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feame, immediatly after thetaking of it. Butthe 
fallacie of this Argument may ealily appeare , by 
my late preceding deſcription of the Meteors, For 
euen as the ſmoakie vapours ſucked vp by the 
' Sunre, and ſtaiedinthe loweſt and colde Region 
ofthe ayre, are there contracted into cloudes, and 
curned into raine and ſuch other watery Meteors: 
So this ſtinking ſmoake being ſucked vp by the 
Noſe, and impriſoned in the colge and moyſt 
braines, is by their colde and wett facultie, tur- 
ned and caſt toorth againe in waterie diltillations, 
and ſoare you made free and purged of nothing, 
but that wherewith you wiltully burdened your 
ſelues : and thercfore are you no wiſer jn taking 
Tobacco for purging you of diltillations,chen if tor 
preuenting the Cholike you would take all kinde 
of windie mcates and drinkes , and forpreuenting 
of the Stone, you would take all kinde of meates 
anddrinkes that would breede grauell in the Kid- 
neyes, and then when you were forced to auoyde 
much winde out of your ſtomacke,and much gra- 
vell in your Vrine, that youſhould attribute the 
thanke thereof ro ſuch nouriſhments as bred thoſe 
within you , that bchoued cither to be expelled by 
the force of Nature, or you to haue burſt at the 
bread ſide, as the Proucrbe is, 

As for the other two reaſons founded vpon ex- 
pcricnce,the hrit of which is, That the whole pco- 
ple would not haue taken ſo generall agood liking 
thercof,if they had not by experience found it ve. 
ric ſoucraigne and good for them : For anſwere 

therc- 
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thereunto, how eaſily rhe mindes of any people, 
wherewith God hath repleniſhed this world,may 
be dra:ven to the fooliſh afteRation of any nouel- 
tic, I caue it tothe diſcreet iudgement of any man 
that is reaſonable. 
Doe ve notdayly ſee, that a man canno ſooner 
bring over trom beyond the Seas any new forme 
vt apparre!l, bur that hee cannot bee thougſ!tt a 
manof ſpirit, that would not preſently imitatetiic 
ſame? And ſtrom handto hand itſpreades, till it 
bepractiſcd by all, notfor any commoditic that is 
in:t,bu* only becaulc iris cometo be the tathion. 
For {ch is the force of that naturall Selte-loue in 
euery one of vs, and ſuch ;sthe corruption ofen- 
Uic bied in the brelt of cucry one, as we cannot be 
conrent vnle{ſe we imitate euery thing that our fel- 
lowes doe, and ſo proouc our ſclucs capable of 
euery thing whereof they are capable, like Apes, 
countetfeitingthe manersof others, to our owne 
deſtruQtion. For let one or two of the greate(t Ma- 
{ters of Mathematickes in any of the ewo famous 
Vniuerſities, but conſtantly afhrme any cleare day, 
tlarchey (ce ſorne ſtrange apparition in the skies: 
they will [ warrant you be ſeconded by the greateſt 
parrof the Students in that profeſſion : So loath 
will they be, robce thougitt inferiour to cheir fel- 
lowes, either.in depth of knowledge or ſnarpneſſe 
of ſight: And therefore the generall good liking 
and imbracing of this toolſhcuſtome, doeth but 
onely proceede from that affetation of nouelrie, 


and popular errour, wherof I haucalready ſpoken. 
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The other argument drawen from a miſtaken 
experience, is butthe more parcicular probation 
of this general, becauſe ic is alleaged to be tound 
true by proofe, that by the taking of Tobacco divers 
and very many doe Fade themiclues cured of di- 
vers diſeaſes, as on the other parr, no man euer re- 
ceiued harme thereby. In = argument there 1s 
firſt agreat miſtaking, ad next a monitror:s ab- 
ſurditie. For is itnota very great miſtaking,to take 
Non cauſam procauſa,as they lay in the Logicks? be. 
cauſe peraduenture when a ſicke man hath had his 
diſeaſe atthe height, hee hath at that inſtant take: 
Tobacco, and afterward his diſeaſe taking the natu- 
rall courſe of declining, and conſequently the pati- 
ent of recovering his health, O 6 the Tobacco 
forſooth , was the worker of that miracle. Beſide 
that,itis athing well knowen to all Phiſicians,tha: 
the apprehenſion and conceit of the patient, hath 
by wakening and vniting the virall ſpirits, and ſo 
ſtrengthening nature, agreatpower and vertue, to 
cure diuers diſeaſes For an cuident proofe of miſ- 
raking in thelike caſe, I pray you what fooliſh boy, 
whar filliewench, what olde doning wife, or igno- 
rant countrey clowne, is not a Phiſicia: for the 
toothach, for the cholicke,& diuers ſuch common 
diſcaſes? Yea, will not every man you mcete with- 
al,teachyou a ſundry curc forthe ſame,and ſweare 
by that meane cither himſelfe, or ſome of his nec- 
reſt kinſmen and friends was cured? And yer I 
hopeno man is ſo fooliſh as to beleeue them. And 
al theſe toyes do only proceed from the miſtaking 
Non 
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Non cauſam pro cauſe, as | haue already fayd, and ſo 
if a man chance torecouerone of any diſcaſe,after 
lie hath taken Tobacco, that maſthauethe thankes 
of al! Bur by the contrary, if a man finoke himſelfe 
to death with it (and many haue done) O then 
ſome other diſeaſe muſt beare the b'ame for that 
fault. So doe olde harlots thanke their harlotrie 
forthcirmany yceres, that cuſtome being health- 
full (favthey ) aapurgendes Renes, but neuer haue 
minde how'many die of the Pockes inthe flower 
of their youth. And ſo doeolde drunkards thinke 
they prolong their dayes, by their (winelike diet, 
but neucr remember howe many die drowned in 
drinke before they be halte olde. 

And what greater abſurditie can there bee,then 
to ſay that one cure ſhall ſerue for divers, nay,con- 
trarious ſortes of diſeaſes? It is an vndoubted 
ground among all Phiſicians , that there is almoſt 
no ſort either of nouriſhment or medicine, that 
hath not ſomethingin itdiſagreeable to ſome part 
of mans bodice, becauſe, asI haue already ſayd, the 
nature ofthe temperature of euery part , is ſodiffte- 
rent from another, that according tothe olde pro- 
uerbe, That which is good forghe head, iscuill for 
thenecke and the ſhoulders. For euenasa ſtron 
enemic,that inuades a towne or A 
inhis ſiege thereof, he doc belaie and compaſle it 
round about, yet he makes his breach andentrie, at 
ſome one or fer ſpeciall parts thereof, which hee 
hathtried and found tobce weakeſt and leaſt able 


torcſiit; ſoſickeneſſe doth make her particular af-* 
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fault, vpon ſuch part orparts of our bodie, as are 
weakeſt and eaſieſt ro be overcome by that fort of 
diſeaſe, which then doth affaile vs,although all the | 
reſt of the body by Sympathie feele ir ſelfe,to be as . 
it were belaied, and beficged by the affliction of 
that ſpeciall part, the gricte and ſinart therccf be- 
= by the ſence of feeling diſperſed through all the 
reſt of our men:bers, And therefore the $ki.tull 
Phiſician preſſes by ſuch cures co purge & i{treng- 
chen that part which is afflicted, as are dnely fir tor 
thatſort ofdiſeaſe , and doe beſt agreewith the na- 
' ture of that infirme part; which being abuſed to a 
diſeaſe of another nature,would proouc as hurtfull 
for the one,as helpfull forthe other. Yea,not on- 
ly will a skiltull and warie Phificign bee carctull to 
vieno cure butthat which is fit for that ſort of dif- 
eaſe,buthe wil alſo conſider all other circiiſtances, 
and make the remedies ſutable thereunto: as the 
temperature of the clime where the Patient is, the 
conſtitution of the Planets, the time of the Moone, 
the ſeaſon of the yere,the age & complexion of the 
Patient, & the preſent ſtate of his body, in ſtrength 
or weakeneſſe. For one cure muſt nor ener be vied 
for the ſelfe-ſame diſeaſe, byt according to the 
varying of any ofthe foreſaid circumſtances , that 
ſort of remedie muſt be vſed which is fitteſt for the: 
ſame. Whearbythe contraric inthis caſe,ſuch is 
the miraculous omnipotencie of our ſtrong taſted 
Tobacco,as it cures all ſorts of diſeaſes (which never 
any drugge could do before) in allperfons,and at 
allrimes, Ircuresall maner of diſtillations, either 
in 
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in the head or ſtomacke (if you beleeve their Axi- 
ames) although in very decdeir doc both corrupt 
the braine, and by cauling over quicke diſgeſtion, 
fill the ilomacke full of crudinges. It cures the 
Gowt in tlie feet,an{ which is n.iracuious)in that 
very in{lant whenthe imoke thercot,as light, flies 
vp into the nead,the vertuethicreof, as heauie, runs 
downe to the little roe. It helpes all ſorts of Agues. 
It makes a mas ſober that was drunke. It refrcſhes 
a weary man,and yer makes aman hungry. Being 
raken when they goc tobed, it makes oneſlcepe 
ſound!y, and yer being taken when a man isſleepie 
and drowſic, itwil!, as they ſay, awake his brain, 
aid quicken his vnderſtanding. As for curing cf 
the Pockes , itſerues forthat vie but among the 
pockie Ind:an ſlaves. Here in Enz/anditis retined, 
and will not deigne to cure heere any other then 
cleanly and gentlemanly diſeaſes, O omnipotent 
power of Tobacco ! And if it could by the ſmoke 
thereof chace out deuils, as the ſmoke. of Tobrus * 
hſh did(which I am ſure could ſmel no ſtronglier) 
it would ſerue for a precious Relicke, both for the 
ſuperſtitious Prieſts, and the infolent Puritanes, to 
caſt out deuils withall. 

Admitting then, and not confeſling that the ve 
thereof were healthfull for ſome ſortes of diſcaſes; 
ſhould it be vſed for all lickneſſes? ſhould itbe vſed 
by all men*ſhouldit be vſed atal rimes?yea ſhould 
it be vſed by able, yong,ſtrong,healrhful men? Me- 
dicine hath that vertue,that itneuerleaueth aman 


in that ſtate whetin itfindeth him : ic makes a ſicke 
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man whole, but a whole man ſicke, And as Medi- 
cine helpes nature being taken attimes of neceſſi. 
tie, ſo beingever and continually vſed, irdoth but 
weaken,wearic, and weare nature. Whar ſpeakel 
of Medicine ? Nay lIct.a man euery houre of the 
day, or asoft as many in this countrey vie totake 
Tobacco, let a man I ay, but take as oftrhie belt ſorts 
of nouriſhments in meate and drinke that can bee 
deuiled , hee ſhall with the conrinua!l vie thereof 
weaken both his head and his ftomacke : all his 
members thall become feeble, his ſpirirs dul], and 
in the end,as adrovſiclazic belly-god,he ſhall cua- 
niſhina Lethargic. | 

Andfrom this weakeneſle ir proceets, that ma- 
ny inthiskingdome haue had ſuch a continuall vie 
of taking this vnſauorie ſmoke,as now they are nor 
able ro torbeare the ſame, no more then an olde 
drunkard can abide to be long ſober, withour fal- 
ling into an vncurable weakenelle and euill conſti. 
rution : for their continuall cuſtome hath madeto 
them,habitum,alteri naturam :(0to thoſe that from 
their birth haue bene continually nouriſhed vpon 
poiſon and things venemous , wholeſome meates 
are oncly poiſonab'e. 

Thus having,as{truſte, ſufficiently anſwered che 
moſt principall arguments that are vſed in defence 
of this vile cuſtome, itreſtsonely to informe you 
what ſinnes and vanities you commit inthe filthic 
abuſe thereof, Firſt, are you notguiltic of ſinnefull 
andſhamefullluſt > (forluſt may bee as wellin any 
of the ſenſes as in fceling) that although youbee 
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troubled with no diſcaſe, but in perfe@ health, yer 
_ *an youneither be merty at an Ordinarie , norlaf- 
ciuious in the Stewes, if youlacke Tobacco to pro- 
uoke your appetite to any of thoſe forts of recreati- 
on,luſting after it asthe children of Iſrael did inthe 
rr Re after Quailes? Secondly itis, as you vie 
or rather abuſe it , a branche of the ſinne of drun- 
kenneſſe, whichis the roote of all ſinnes : for as the 
onely delightthat drunkards take in Wine isinthe 
ſtrength of the taſte, & the force ofthe fume there- 
ofthat mounts vpto the braine: for no drunkards 
loue any weake, or {weete drinke: ſo are notthoſe 
(Imeane the ſtrong heateandthe fume) the onely 
qualities that make Tobacco ſo deleQable to all the 
louers of it? And as no man likes ſtrong headie 
drinke the firſt day ( becaufe nemorepente fit tarpiſe 
ſomes) but by cuſtome is piece and piece allured, 
while in the ende, adrunkard will haue as greata 
thirſt co bee drunke, as a ſober man to 1 his 
thirſt with a draught when bee hath need of it: So 
is not this the very caſe of all the great takers of 
Tobacco? which therefore they themſclues doattri- 
buteto a EY __ in it, Thirdly,is itnot 
_ - thegreateſt ſinne ofall, 

ſortes of this Kingdome, who are createdand or- 
dcined by God to beſtowe ___ perſons and 
goods for the maintenance of the honour 

and ſafetie of your King and Co 
ſhould diſable your ſelues in both ? In your perſons 
hauing by this continuall vile cuſtome brought 
your {cluesto this ſhamefull imbecilitie, that you 
| are 


thac you the people of all . 
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arenotableto ride or walkethe journey of a Iewes 
Sabboth, but you mult haue arcekiecole broughr 
you from the next poore houſe to kindle your To- 
baceo with? whereas he.cannot bethoughe able for 
any ſeruice inthe warres, that cannot endure of- 
rtentimes the want of meate, drinke, and fl:epe, 
much morethen mult hee endure the want of To- 
bacco, Inthe times of the many glorious and vidto- 
rious barrailes fought by this Nation, there was no 
word of Tebacco: but nowif it were time of warres, 
and that you were to make ſome ſudden Caua/c1s 
vpon yourenemies, i any of you ſhouid ſecke lei- 
ſure to ſtay behinde his fellowe for taking of 7o- 
bacco, for my part I ſhould neuer bee ſorie for any 
eui!] chance thac might betall him, Totake a cu- 
ſtome inany thing that cannot bee left againe, is 
moſt harmefull ro the people of anyland , Mollicies 
and delicacic were the wracke and overthrow, firlt 
ofthe Perſian, and next of the Romane Empire. 
And this very cuſtome of taking Tobacco (whereof 
our preſent purpoſe is) is euen at this day accoun- 
ted ſocfteminate among the Indians themſelues, 
as inthe market they will offer no price for a\laue 
ro be ſold, whomethey finde to be a great Tobaces 
taker. ] 1 
Now how youare by this cuſtome diſabled in 
our goods, let the Gentry of this land beare wit- 
neſſe, ſome of them beſtowing three, tome foure 
hundred pounds a yeere vpon this precious ſtinke, 
which I am ſure might be beſtowed vpon many 
farre better vſes. I read indeede of a knauiſh Cour- 
tier, 
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tier , who for abuſing the fauour of the Emperour 
Alexander Severn his Maſter by taking bribes to 
intercede, for ſundry perſons in his Maſters eare, 
(for whom he neuer once opened his mouth ) was 
iuſtly choked with ſmoke, with this doome, Fu 
pereat,qui fumuns vendidit: but of ſo many ſmoke- 
buyers, as are at this preſent in this kingdome, I 
neuer readnor heard. 

And for the vanities committed in this filthie 
cuſtome, is it not both great vanitic and vncleane- 
neſſe, thatatthe rable,a place of reſpeR, of clean- 
lineſſe, of modeſtic , men ſhould not be aſhamed, 
to ſit rolling of Tobacco pipes, and puffing of the 
ſmoke of Tobaccoone to another, making the filthy 
imoke and ſtinke thereof, to exhale athwart the 
diſhes, and infec the aire , when very often, men 
that abhorre it are at their repaſt > Surely Smoke 
becomes a kitchin far better then a Dining cham- 
ber, and yet it makes a kitchin alſo oftentimes in 
the inward parts of men, foiling and infe@i 
them, withan vnuous and oily kinde of Soote,as 
hath bene found in ſome great Tobacco takers,that 
after their death were opened. And not onely 
meate time, butno other time nor ation is exem 
tcd from the publike vſe of this vnciuill cricke: ſo 
as if the wives of Diepe liſt ro conteſt with this 
Nation for good maners , their worſt maners 
would inall reaſon be found at leaſt not ſo diſho- 
neſt ( as ours are) in this point. The publike vie 
whereof, at all reimes,and inall places,hath now fo 
farre prevailed, as diuers men very ſound both in 
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ludgementandcomplexian;hauc bene ar laſt for- 
ced-corake it alſo! without deſire , partly becauſe 
were athamed co fecme lingular,( like che two 
Philoſophers that were forced togduck themlelucs 
inthat rainewarer, andlo becou.e tools alwell as 
thereſt ofthe people!) avd parthneo be avone thar 
tvas content'to cate /Garlicke ( which hee did not 
loue) that he might not be trou-bl.d with the (mell 
of. it, in the breach of h:s tellowes. And iis it not a 
vanitic, that a man cannot beartily welcoie 

is friend. now ,buc ſtraightrhey mult bee in hand 
with Tobacco? Noitis become in place of a cure, a 
point of good fellowſhip , and he that will refule 
to rake a pipe of Tobeccs among his tellowes, 
though by his owne eleQion he would rather 
le the ſauour of a Sinke ) is accounted pecuiſh 
and no good company, eucn as they doe with 
appeling inthe cold Eaſterne Countries. Yeathe 
Mittreſle cannot in a mote manerly kinde , cnter- 
taine her ſeruant ,then by giving him out of her 
faire hand a pipe of Tobacco. Bur herein is nor 
onely a great vanitie , but a great contempt of 
Gods good giltcs.), that the ſweeteneſſe of mans 
breath, being a. good gift of God, ſhould be wil. 
fully corrupted by this ſtinking ſmoke, wherein 1 
muſt confeſle, it hath too ſtrong a vertue: and ſo 
that which is an ornament of nature, and can nei- 
ther by 'any artifice be ar the firſt acquired, nor 
once loſt;be recouered againe,ſhall be filthily cor- 
rupred with an incurable ſtinke , which vile qua- 
litic is asdireRly contrary to that wrong opinion 
- It, ; (_ which 
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which is holden of the wholeſomneſle thereof, as 
the venime of putrifaction is contraty to the ver- 
cue Preſeruatiue. 

Moreouer,whichis a great iniquitie,and againſt 
all humanitie, the husband ſhall nor bee athamed, 
to reduce thereby his delicate, wholeſome , and 
cleane complexioned iv; te, ro that ex:remitie,that 
cither ſhze mutt alſo corrupt her ſweete breath 
therewith, or elle refolue to liue in a perperuall 


ſtinking rormene. | 
Haue you not reaſon then to bee aſhan'ed, and 


to forbeare this fil:hic noucltie, ſo baſely groun- 
ded, ſo fooliſhly recciued,and fo groſely miſtaken 
in the right vſc thereof? In your abuſe thereof ſin- 
ning againſt God, _— your ſclues both in 
perions and goods, and raking alſo thereby the 
markes and notes of vanitie vypon you: by the cu- 
ſtome thereof making your ſclues to be wondered 
at by all forraine ciuil Nations,and by all ſtrangers 
that come among you, to be ſcorned and contem- 
ned. A cuſtome lothſome ro the eye, hatectull ro 
the Noſe, harmefull to the braine, daungerousto 
. the Lungs,and in the blacke ſtinking fume there- 
of, ncereſt reſembling the horrible Sti- 
gian ſmoke ofthe pit that is 
bortomeleſle. 
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
